Ways proper to be done, becauſe every one, it 15 
will be faid, moſt certainly knows, without 
any Proof, that Prayer can be offer d up to 
none but God. This, for my Part, Iown 
is moſt true, but yet for the Satisfaction of 
ſome, who may be of another Opinion, 1 
will nevertheleſs prove it; and in order to do 
it, I fay, that Prayer, even by the Light of 
Nature, can be offer'd up to none but Gd; 
for ſurely in all Reaſon, he who made us is 
entitled to it, and none elſe; and to this the 
HFoly Scriptures alſo entirely agree. In the 

Old Teſtament there is not, I affirm, one 
ſingle Precept or Example againſt it, but for 
it innumerable; and in the New, tis certain 
the very ſame Thing is there every where 
taught, This is the united Voice of all the 
Apoſtles, and even of our Lord himſelf. Gert

If we 
are, as no doubt can be made of it, what 
I pray can poſſibly oblige us to the Perfor- 
mance of this Duty if this will not? Or what 
can ſo much entitle God to our Prayers as 
this? Can any thing be fo valuable to us as 
Being? No much, nothing can be put in Com- 
petition with it, it being infinitely above every 
Thing that can be. And the Reaſon is moſt 
obvious, becauſe without being put into Be- 
ing, no Gratification that is by any of us 
enjoy'd would be poſſible; we could have 
no Senſe of any thing, we could not poſſets 
any thing, or even be any thing; but this yet 
as great and valuable as it is we all receive 
from Almighty God; and as we do, can any 
one poſſibly doubt whether our Prayers are 
due to him?

Concerning the 
former of theſe, I think, tho fo much neg- 
lected, it is by all allow od to be proper. But 
becaule the other two are by and Footed, * 
ſhall, to ſhew that they alſo ought to be done, 
offer ſome Proof. The Proofs that I hall 
bring will not be taken from Precept but 
from Example only ;-but thoſe, by the way, 
of ſo high a Nature as not to be inferior even 
to an expreſs Precept: Concerning the for- 
mer of theſe, what is of Moſes recorded of 
the Battle fought betwixt I/racl and Ana- 
lech, is very obſervable, for when in Prayer 
he lifted up his Hand, it is ſaid, Iirael prevail. 
ed, but os he let it down Amaleck prevail. 
ed, Exodus xvii. 1 1. As for the lifting up of 
the Eyes in Prayer, we have for our Imita- 
tion no leſs Example than our Lord himſelf, 
who never in Prayer addreſs'd himſelf to God 
but with uplifted Eyes; before mag it is 
expreſsly ſaid that he always did fo, and par- 
ticularly in that remarkable Prayer of his, 
which is recorded in the 17th Chapter of St. 
John's Goſpel, it is expreſsly ſaid, that he did 
it with litting up his Eyes to Heaven, I

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* but theſe are I 3 conſiderable, 
that I hold it to be altogether needleſs, 2 


80 much for the Manner of putting up 
our Prayers to Almighty God. The next 
Thing that I am to do, is to ſhew what 
Qualifications and Diſpofitions of Mind, in 
performing this Duty, are on our Parts neceſ- 
ſary; and theſe no doubt are very many: 
But four only, as abſolutely neceſſary, I ſhall 
mention, and they are theſe following: We 
muſt pray in Faith, in Humility, with Fer- 
vency, and with pure Hearts and Minds. 


We muſt in the firſt Place pray in Faith, 
for without Faith it is impoſſible, as the Apoſtle 
St. Paul ſays, to pleaſe God ; for as he goes on, 
he that cometh to God muſt believe that he is, 
and that he is a Rewarder of them that alli 
gently ſeek him. If therefore, of this we are 
not fully perſuaded, we cannot be ſaid to have 
Faith; neither, if we expect to receive any 
Benefit by our Prayers, muſt our Faith be 
languid, weak or diffident, but on the cor 
trary it muſt be vigorous and ſtrong, it muſt 
be ſuch as to put us upon Action, ſuch as 
will fill our Minds with an awful Reverence 
of God, ſuch as will make us tremble to of- 
fend bim, and careful to pleaſe him, it muſt, 
in ſhort, be ſuch a Paith as fully to perſuade 
us that he not only hears our Prayers, and

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that he is allo able to give us what we alk 
but that too that he actually will do it. We 
muſt not, as St. James in this Reſpect ſays, 
be wavering in our F aith, for he that waver- 
2 eth is like a Wave of the Sea driven with the |

. any thing of the Lord; no, God will only 
give to them who ſo ſtedfaſtly and firm] 
believe in him, as that all their Hopes, Truſt

ing or doubting of either his Truth in pro- 
miſing, or his Power and Goodneſs in per- 
forming what he has promis'd; and to this 
Purpoſe our holy and bleſſed Redeemer ſays, 
Whatſoever Things ye deſire when ye pray, be- 
lieve that ye ſhall receive them, an Je mY 


have them. 
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We muſt, in a the next Place, pray in Humi- 
1 lity; that is, we muſt in Prayer come before 
gs God in the moſt proſtrate Manner both of 
1 Soul and Body we are able, in a deep Senſe 
4 of our own Meanneſs and Unworthineſs, and 
with awful and reverential Apprehenſions of 
the infinite Majeſty of God: Indeed, the 
Diſtance eee. God and Man is fo great, 
that if it was duly confider'd, it would be im- 
poſſible for any of us to be wanting herein, 
for what is any Man, or even all Men, put 
them all together, in compariſon of that 
: _ 
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mighty Being who fills Heaven and Earth with 
his Preſence ; that, as Maker of all Things 
has all Things in his Hand, and cer 
orders and diſpoſes all Things as he pleaſes, 
inſomuch as without him not only the 
greateſt, but even the very meaneſt Things 
and Creatures in all Nature can fall to the 
Ground, nav, and even the very Hairs of our 
Head are all by bim numbered. What, I fay, 
is any Thing or Creature in compariſon of a 
Being ſo great, amazing and wonderful as 
this! Surely a Worm bearsa higher Proportion 
in Worth and Dignity to all the whole Race 
of Men, nay, and taking into the Accoùnt 
even all the Angels of Heaven too, than all 5 
theſe do to Almighty God. Well then might 1 
the holy Pſalmiſt ſay, What is Man that thou 
art mindful of him? or the Son of Man that 
thou regardeft him? Well might the Patriarch 
Jacob ſay, That I am leſs than the leaſt of al! 
God's Mercies. And yet notwithſtanding all | 
this, it is moſt certain that many Men are apt 
to forget themſelves in this Reſpect; there 
were, holy Fob ſays in his Days, thoſe who 
ſaid unto God, Depart from us, for we defire 
not the Knowledge of thy Ways; and again, 
What is the Almighty that we ſhould ſerve 
bim? And by the Behaviour of many among 
ourſelyes, it is well if ſome do not, at leaſt, 
think as irreverently of God as theſe Men 
openly ſaid; but ſuch, if yet any ſuch there 
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are, ſurely a in the higheſt Degree a "1 
only Profaneneſs and Impiety, but even Igno: 


rance and Folly too, we cannot therefore be 


too careful to behave ourſelves, when we 


pray, in the humbleſt Manner we poflibly can, 


for if we do not, we can, to be ſure, expect 


to receive no Benefit by our Prayers, for how 
in Reaſon can any one who comes before God 


in Prayer in a ſcornful and proud Manner, 


ſo much as hope to obtain any thing ? No, 
| ſurely he ſhall not, for God ſeorneth the 
rf with the utmaſ} Indignation ; and as 


for the Proud he beholdeth them afar off : and

not fail to do, for ſurely God does not pur ſo - 


ſmall a Value upon his Gifts as to beſtow 
them upon thoſe who aſk for them in a cold 


and careleſs Manner, No, the Things that we 
want are in Nature too great and valuable ” 


be obtain'd by ſuch a Manner of aſking a 
this. Aſk a Favour of your Prince in uch a a 
Manner, and ſee if he will accept you, and if 
he will not, for Shame do not think that God, 


in compariſon of whom the greateſt prince 


that ever was is leſs than a Worm, will, for

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you and yet ſtill if your Prince would ac- 
cept you upon ſuch Terms, what has he in 
his Power to give in. compariſon of what 
God can and will give to thoſe who pray unto 
him, and even too, ſuch is his Goodneſs, very 
frequently to thoſe who do' not? Has he 
Health to give you, or if he has Wealth it is 
none of his own, for it is the Gift of God 
even to himſelf, Can he give, ſuppoſing you 
| had Wealth from him, any real and ſolid 
Enjoyment with it? Can he give you Con- 
tent with it, without which it will do you no 
Good? Or can he give you Peace, Quietneſs 
or Tranquillity of Mind ? Can he deliver 
you from any Afflictions that may befal you, 
or cure any Diſeaſes incident*to the Body? 
It is certain he neither can give nor do any of 
theſe Things; and if he can neither give nor 
do any of theſe Things, which in compariſon 
are ſmall, much leſs can he give you thoſe 
that are greater, he cannot I mean, to be ſure 
give you the Favour of God, neither can he 
forgive you your Sins, nor can he give you the 
Aids and Aſſiſtances of the holy and good
